Transfer  of  League  of  Nations  Activities. 

— At  a  meeting,  on  December  5,  of  Com- 
mittee 7  (League  of  Nations)  a  recommenda- 
tion by  the  drafting  committee  for  the 
transfer  of  certain  activities  from  the 
League  of  Nations  to  the  United  Nations 
was  discussed.  A  proposal  was  considered 
that  the  General  Assembly  should  request 
the  Economic  and  Social  Council  to  survey 
functions  and  activities,  non-political  in 
character,  hitherto  performed  by  the 
League,  to  determine  which  of  them  could, 
with  any  desirable  modifications,  be  as-' 
sumed  by  organs  of  the  United  Nations,  or 
entrusted  to  specialist  agencies  brought 
into  relationship  with  the  LTnited  Nations. 
Pending  completion  of  the  survey,  the  draft 
proposal  recommended  that  the  Economic 
and  Social  Council  should,  after  dissolution 
of  the  League,  assume  and  continue  work 
hitherto  done  by  the  following  League 
departments :  Economic,  financial  and 
transit  (particularly  research  and  statistical 
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work) ;  health  (in  particular,  the  epidemio- 
logical surveys)  ;  and  opium,  including 
secretariats  of  the  Permanent  Central 
Board  and  supervisory  body. 

Evidence  of  Strychnine  Purchase. — At  a 

resumed  hearing,  on  November  27,  of  a 
murder  charge  against  Agnes  McAdam, 
Ballybay,  N.  Ireland,  evidence  was  given 
that  the  accused  purchased  from  a  phar- 
macy at  Ballybay  gr.  16  strychnine,  on 
June  15,  1942,  for  the  stated  purpose  of 
killing  rats. 

Training  for  Dieticians. — A  committee  of 
the  Nutrition  Society  recently  issued  a 
memorandum  on  the  training  and  qualifica- 
tions of  dieticians.  It  recommends  that 
high  and  uniform  standards,  preferably 
through  a  university  degree  course,  should 
be  instituted,  and  suggests  there  is  need 
for  dieticians  to  advise  medical  officers  of 
health  on  the  food  used  in  hospitals,  schools, 
orphanages,  and  on  the  dietetic  side  of 
infant  welfare  centres,  maternity  services 
and  general  educational  activities. 

World  Mineral  Resources. — Giving  a 
Stevenson  lecture  in  citizenship  at  Glasgow 
University  recently.  Professor  E.  B.  Wilson, 
Harvard  University,  U.S.A.,  discussed 
"Natural  Resources."  The  rapid  rate  of 
extraction  of  important  mineral  resources 
of  the  United  States,  he  said,  was  shown  by 
estimates  that  already  more  than  80  per 
cent,  of  the  lead  and  more  than  60  per  cent, 
of  the  copper  and  zinc  of  the  United  States 
had  been  mined.  Grades  of  ore  not  now 
commercially  practicable  would  soon  have 
to  be  called  upon  or  imports  would  be 
necessary ;  otherwise,  substitutes  would 
have  to  be  found. 

Weston  Annual  Meeting. — At  a  recent 
annual  meetijig  of  the  Weston-super-Mare 
Pharmaceutical  Association  the  following 
officers  were  elected  for  the  year  :  President, 
Mr.  Fred  Bessell ;  Vice-president,  Mr.  N.

Weeds  and  Their  Uses. — At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Edgware  Division  of  th^ 
North  London  Pharmaceutical  Association 
Mr.  T.  E.  Wallis,  D.Sc,  gave  an  illustrated 
lecture  on  "W^eeds  and  Their  Uses."  First 
posing  the  question  "What  is  a  weed?"  he 
gave  various  dictionary  definitions,  and  said 
that  plants  regarded  as  weeds  in  agricultural 
circles  included  dandelion,  poppy,  ground 
sel,  birdweed,  coltsfoot,  daisy,  and  couch- 
grass.  The  dandelion  was  capable  of  adapt- 
ing itself  to  its  environment,  and  possessed 
an  ingenious  pollinating  mechanism,  likely 
to  ensure,  not  only  its  survival,  but  its 
prolific  propagation.  Lists  had  been  com- 
piled of  what  were  called  noxious  w^eeds 
which  were  subdivided  into  parasitic  and 
poisonous  groups.  Parasitic  plants  included 
dodder  and  broomrape  which  were  pe,rasitic 
on  clover  and  corn  cockle.  Poisonous  weeds 
included  belladonna,  foxglove,  henbane  and 
aconite.  The  pharmacist  might  be  surprised 
to  find  these  plants  described  as  weeds. 
Study  of  weeds  was  carried  out  by  open-air 
study,  through  books,  and  through  mu- 
seums. Fertiliser  could  be  produced  from 
weeds  by  burning  or  composting.  Dr. 
Wallis  illustrated  his  talk  with  lantern 
slides  showing,  amongst  other  things,  the 
cultivation  and  drying  of  dandelion  rootj 
and  of  such  plants  as  belladonna,  henbane, 
foxglove  and  chamomile.

Western  Australia  Botanical  Sources. — 

he  Western  Australia  Drug  Panel,  in  its 
tudy  of  the  medicinal  properties  of  local 
lants,    has    discovered    much  promising 
laterial,  including  a  species  of  eucalyptus 
rom  which  an  oil  of  exceptional  quality 
as   been    extracted.     A   report   by  "  the 
ndustrial  Development  Council  states  that

known.    Victorian  eucalyptus  distillers 
re  asking  that  the  Commonwealth  Govern- 
ent  should  exercise  some  form  of  control 
ver  the  export  prices  of  the  oil,  and  fix 
price  higher  than  that  now  being  received, 
nother  Australian  plant  which  is  under 
vestigation    is    Duboisia    Hopwoodii,  a 
ossible  source  of  nicotine  for  use  as  an 
isecticide.     The    plant    is    plentiful  in 
estern   Australia,   and   specimens  have 
iven  a  yield  as  high  as  8  per  cent,  alkaloid, 
inchona  trees  have  been  planted  on  the 
therton  Tableland,  and  when  last  sampled 
ey  gave  about  a  i  per  cent^  return  of 


quinine  alkaloid.  Many  of  the  trees,  how- 
ever, were  stunted  and  otherwise  unsatis- 
factory in  their  development.  Since  June 
1944  5,800  gall,  agar,  produced  from 
West  Australian  Euchema  spinosum,  has 
been  used  in  a  local  cannery.  The  gel 
strength  is  said  to  be  greater  than  that  of 
Kobe  No.  I  quality.  Experiments  are  now 
being  made  in  the  production  of  agar  in 
strip  and  granulated  forms,  supplies  of  the 
raw  materials  being  extremely  plentiful. 

Australian  Chemicals. — In  a  "Review  of 
Commercial  Conditions  in  Australia"  (June 
1945),  published  by  the  Department  of 
Overseas  Trade,  Sir  R.  W.  Dalton  gives 
particulars  of  war-time  developments  in  the 
manufacture  of  chemicals  and  drugs  in 
Australia.  Shortage  of  overseas  supplies  of 
essential  drugs  rendered  manufacture  from 
local  products  necessary.  Hyoscine  and 
atropine  have  been  made  from  Duboisia  and 
morphine  from  poppies.  Snapper-shark  liver 
oil  has  been  used  in  place  of  cod-liver  oil .  Many 
organic  drugs,  including  the  sulphonamide 
group,  penicillin,  insulin,  phenobarbitone, 
caffeine  and  most  sera  and  vaccines,  have 
also  been  made.  Drug  Houses  of  Australia, 
Ltd.,  has  formed  a  company  (Drexo 
Pty.,  Ltd.)  to  produce  many  fine  chemicals 
and  allied  substances  previously  imported 
and  to  maintain  and  develop  an  export 
business. 

Penicillin  Exhibition  in  Paris. — An  exhibi- 
tion dealing  with  penicillin  is  being  held  at 
the  Palais  de  la  Decouverte  (the  equivalent 
in  Paris  of  the  Science  Museum,  South 
Kensington,  and  a  part  of  the  University 
of  Paris).  The  exhibition,  which  opened  on 
November  30,  illustrates  the  discovery  and 
early  development  of  penicilhn  in  Britain, 
and  the  contributions  made  by  the  United 
States  and  France.  The  British  material, 
which  has  been  assembled  by  the  British 
Council,  includes  a  collection  of  penicillin 
cultures  and  bacteriological  preparations 
from  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  London ;  per- 
sonal notes,  graphs,  photographs  and 
laboratory  data  provided  by  Sir  Alexander 
Fleming ;  photographs  of  the  penicillin 
research  unit,  Oxford,  lent  by  Lady  Florey  ; 
coloured  photographs  showing  the  treat- 
ment of  gunshot  wounds  with  penicillin.  A 
corner  of  Sir  Alexander  Flemins;'s  labora- 
tory will  be  reconstructed  in  the  exhibition 
by  photographic-montage  methods.  It  is 
hoped  that  Sir  Alexander  Fleming  and  Sir 
Howard  Florey  will  visit  the  exhibition  and 
give  lectures.

At  the 
height  of  her  prosperity  she  drove  to  town 
in  a  coach  and  four  once  a  week,  returning 
with  an  assortment  of  crutches  discarded 
by  "cured"  patients.  Her  presence  at 
Epsom  was  so  great  an  attraction  for  the 
town  that  she  was  offered  a  hundred  guineas 
to  remain  there  for  a  year.  Among  her 
patients  was  a  niece  of  Sir  Hans  Sloane, 
a  lady  "whose  back  had  been  broke  nine 
years,  and  stuck  out  two  inches."  Her 
presence  at  a  London  theatre  on  the  first 
night  of  a  play  entitled  "The  Husband's 
Relief,  or  The  Female  Bone-setter  and  the 
Worm-doctor"  is  said  to  have  drawn  a 
great  crowd.  She  was  accompanied  on  that 
occasion  by  Ward  and  Taylor,  and  the 
drama  contained  a  song  in  her  praise. 

Apprenticeship  in  Northern  Ireland 

The  new  recommendations  for  the  training 
of  apprentices  in  Northern  Ireland  (p.  656) 
are  of  considerable  interest.  Your  abstract 
of  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  in 
charge  of  the  subject  contains  no  reference 
to  the  revolutionary  proposals  regarding 
apprenticeship  made  by  the  chairman  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  (Mr.  H. 
Brindle)  last  year  (C.  6-  D.,  1944.  II.  72); 
and  we  may  believe  that  in  any  case  they 
would  at  present  be  inapplicable  in  Nor- 
thern Ireland.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that 
various  trades  and  industries  have  come 
within  the  Committee's  purview.  Appar- 
ently the  main,  if  not  the  only,  subject  on 
which  the  Committee  has  issued  conclusions 
is  study.  The  scheme  recommended  is,  in 
its  general  features,  as  fair  as  can  be 
devised.  "Inequality  of  sacrifice"  is  to  be 
avoided,  and  to  this  end  employers  may 
be  compensated  for  loss  of  service.  The 
importance  of  this  provision  in  the  case  of 
businesses  distant  from  a  teaching  institu- 
tion is  manifest.  Compulsory  attendance  at 
day  classes  from  the  beginning  of  appren- 
ticeship should  be  acceptable  to  experienced 
pharmacists.  Young  people  coming  into 
business  from  school  are  in  danger  of  losing 
the  habit  of  study  if  there  is  a  serious  breach 
of  continuity  before  they  begin  thinking 
about  the  next  examination.  Again,  work 
in  a  shop  is  less  likely  to  be  thought  mono- 
tonous if  varied  by  visits  to  centres  of 
tuition.  Expert  advice  will  no  doubt  be 
taken  about  the  proportion  of  the  weekty 
time  to  be  allotted  to  each  of  the  selected

Edward  Frankland  Armstrong,  F.R.S., 
Scientific  Adviser  to  the  Ministry  of  liome 
Security,  1939-45.  Son  of  the  late  Pro- 
fessor H.  E.  Armstrong,  F.R.S.,  Dr.  Arm- 
strong was  born  in  1878.  He  was  the  author 
in  19 10  of  "The  Simple  Carbohydrates  and 
the  Glycosides."

He  also  served  as  chairman  of 
the  British  Standards  Institution,  1934-35, 
and  of  the  organisirg  committee  of  the 
International  Congress  of  Scientific  Man- 
agement, 1935.  He  was  a  Governor  of  the 
Imperial  College  of  Science,  and  had  many 
associations  with  the  Royal  Society  of 
Arts,  of  which  he  was  treasurer,  1938-43, 
and  president  from  1943  until  July  1945, 
when  he  became  chairman  of  the  Council.

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MEDICAL  PROFESSION'S  N.H.S.  PRINCIPLES 


STATEMENT  of  the  principles  that  should 
vern  medical  practitioners,  particularly 
their  relation  to  a  National  Health 
rvice,  has  been  published  by  the  Nego- 
iting  Committee  of  the  Medical  Pro- 
jsion.  The  statement  is  in  the  following 
-ms : — 

For  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  medical 
ofession  has  stressed  the  need  for  a  com- 
?te  health  service.  The  profession  is 
lling  and  anxious  to  co-operate  with  the 
(vernment  in  evolving  this  service,  for 
believes  that  the  knowledge  and  experi- 
ce  of  the  profession  are  indispensable 
ntributions  to  its  success.  It  re-empha- 
es  that  good  housing,  social,  economic 
d  environmental  circumstances  are  the 
ncipal  factors  in  the  maintenance  of 
a,lth  and  the  prevention  of  disease.  It 
yes  the  expansion  of  medical  research. 
!  the  interests  both  of  the  public  and  of 
tdicine,  the  profession  regards  acceptance 
the  following  principles. as  essential: — 

isis  of  Acceptance 

[.  The  medical  profession  is,  in  the  public 
erest,  opposed  to  any  form  of  service 
ich  leads  directly  or  indirectly  to  the 
)fession  as  a  whole  becoming  full-time 
aried  servants  of  the  State  or  local 
Lhorities. 

[I.  The  medical  profession  should  remain 
e  to  exercise  the  art  and  science  of 
dicine  according  to  its  traditions,  stand- 
Is  and  knowledge,  the  individual  doctor 
aining  full  responsibility  for  the  care  of 
•  patient,  freedom  of  judgment,  action, 
;ech  and  publication,  without  interfer- 
;e  in  his  professional  work. 
TI.  The  citizen  should  be  free  to  choose 
change  his  or  her  family  doctor,  to 
)ose,  in  consultation  with  his  family 
:tor,  the  hospital  at  which  he  should  be 
ated,  and  free  to  decide  whether  he 
lils  himself  of  the  public  service  or 
;ains  the  medical  service  he  needs  inde- 
idently. 

"V.  Doctors  should,  like  other  workers, 
free  to  choose  the  form,  place  and  type 
work  they  prefer  without  governmental 
Dther  direction. 

/.  Every  registered  medical  practi- 
ner  should  be  entitled  as  a  right  to 
•ticipate  in  the  public  service. 
/I.  The  hospital  service  should  be 
nned  over  natural  hospital  areas  centred 
universities  in  order  that  these  centres 
education  and  research  may  influence 
whole  service. 


VII.  There  should  be  adequate  repre- 
sentation of  the  medical  profession  on  all 
administrative  bodies  associated  with  the 
new  service  in  order  that  doctors  may  make 
their  contribution  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
service. 

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Preston. — The  Insurance  Committee  is 
pressing  the  National  Association  of  Insur- 
ance Committees  for  an  early  restoration  of 
the  drug-testing  scheme,  suspended  during 
the  war.  During  the  third  quarter  of 
1945  the  average  cost  of  prescriptions  for 
Preston  was  i3-4od.  per  insured  person — 
the  third  lowest  among  Lancashire  Insur- 
ance Committees.  The  total  of  prescriptiors 
was  55,(^5i  prescriptions  against  63,087  in 
Blackpool,  where  the  average  cost  per  insured 
person  was  about  2d.  higher  than  in  Preston. 

Rotherham. — Prescriptions  dealt  with 
in  the  Insurance  Committee's  area  in 
July  numbered  11,390  (799  less  than  in  July 
1944).  The  cost  was  £602  {£21  less). 

West  Lothian. — At  the  half-yearly  meet- 
ing of  West  Lothian  Insurance  Committee 
held  in  Edinburgh  recently,  a  petition  was 
received  from  115  residents  in  Blackburn 
district  concerning  the  closing  of  a  local  phar- 
macy. The  petition  called  attention  to  the 
serious  danger  to  the  health  and  lives  of  the 
local  community  that  would  result  if  the 
shop  were  closed.  Closure  would  necessitate 
visiting  Whitburn,  some  miles  distant,  for 
medicines  and  medical  supplies,  and,  owing 
to  an  inadequate  bus  service  and  pressure 
of  work  on  the  dispensary  in  Whitburn, 
there  was  the  danger  of  delay  in  obtaining 
urgent  medical  prescriptions.  The  chair- 
man pointed  out  that  the  Committee  had 
no  power  to  open  a  pharmacy,  but  had 
made  satisfactory  arrangements  with  panel 
practitioners  in  the  area  to  dispense  medi- 
cines. The  Blackburn  pharmacy  for  some 
time  had  had  an  average  monthly  bill  for 
insurance  medicines  of  only  £10,  and  this 
would  not  be  a  profitable  venture  for  any 
private  trader.  The  matter  might,  he 
thought,  be  considered  by  the  local  co- 
operative society.

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THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT

Moving  the  third  reading  of  the  Finance 
Bill  on  December  ii,  Mr.  Hugh  Dalton 
(Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer)  said  that  he 
had  felt  able  to  make  a  first  step  towards 
the  exemption  of  a  number  of  the  more 
necessary  articles  from  purchase  tax.  The 
time  was  not  ripe  for  him  to  move  much 
further  in  purchase  tax  remission,  but  he 
had  undertaken  to  consider,  and  he  would 
consider,  between  now  and  April,  the  many 
suggestions  that  had  been  made  for  such 
further  extension.  He  hoped  it  might  be 
possible  then  to  go  further  along  that  par- 
ticular road.  Speaking  of  excess  profits  tax 
he  said  he  had  reduced  it  to  6o  per  cent, 
and  had  made  provision  for  a  refund  of 
2o  per  cent.  This  step  had  emphasised, 
within  the  limits  of  what  it  was  wise  to  do 
just  now,  the  importance  of  helping  produc- 
tion in  every  possible  way.  ' '  Within  the 
limits  of  prudence  I  have  tried  to  give  all 
the  relief  possible  to  taxpayers,  but  in  the 
next  Finance  Bill  a  further  advance  may 
be  possible." 

Mr.  Alfred  Edwards  congratulated  the 
Chancellor  on  reducing  E.P.T.,  but  pointed 
out  that,  had  he  accepted  advice,  he  would 
have  removed  the  inequalities  by  which  so 
many  small  people  were  paying  tax  today 
in  order  that  big  business  might  save  some 
direct  income  tax.  In  past  years,  small 
business  people  had  had  no  chance  to  get 
into  production  in  competition  with  the 
big  business  men.  He  hoped  that  the 
Chancellor,  in  his  next  budget,  would 
abolish  E.P.T.  altogether.  He  was  also 
quite  sure  the  Chancellor  did  not  receive 
from  purchase  tax  anything  like  the  amount 
he  imagined  he  was  getting.  At  the  same 
time  he  was  putting  a  tremendous  handicap 
on  business. 

Sir  Arnold  Gridley  referred  to  the 
Chancellor's  adherence  to  1945  as  the  date 
from  which  E.P.T.  refunds  could  be  used 
for  post-war  purposes,  and  asked  the  Chan- 
cellor to  consider  that  industrial  under- 
takings, as  the  clause  stood,  would  not  be 
allowed  to  bring  into  refund  accounts,  for 
the  purposes  of  post-war  development, 
expenditure  prior  to  April  1945.  Consider- 
able injustice  would  be  imposed  on  other 
firms  which  had  carried  out  expenditure 
lor  precisely  similar  purposes  at  an  earlier 
date — often  at  the  request  of  or  because 
they  were  urged  to  do  so  by  Government 
authorities.  He  asked  the  Chancellor  to 
look  into  the  matter  again. 


Sir  Peter  Bennett  supported  this  plea 
He  had,  he  said,  raised  the  question  in  the 
days  of  Sir  John  Anderson  as  Chancellor 
and  had  obtained  a  promise  that  thos 
industries  which  had  already  started  recon 
struction  would  have  their  post-war  credit 
allowed  against  the  work  they  had  alreadj 
put  in  hand.   The  Chancellor  had  made 
clear  that  this  would  be  allowed,  but  hat 
inserted  the  date  on  which  he,  Sir  Peter 
brought  it  up — 1945-   During  the  war,  cer 
tain  companies  had  made  alterations  a 
the    Government's    suggestions,  knowins 
that  the  alterations  would  help  in  the  pos 
war  period.    Now,  the  Government  sai 
that  those  companies  had  to  spend  th 
little  capital  that  was  coming  back  to  the 
on  doing  all  that  over  again.

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Terminal  losses  were  covered  in  another 
:lause  in  the  Bill,  and  the  Chancellor  had 
ndicated  that,  while  he  could  not  alter  the 
late,  the  Inland  Revenue  would  be  "very 
generous"  in  the  way  it  looked  at  what 
ould  be  considered  a  terminal  loss.  Refer- 
ng  to  the  pleas  of  Sir  Arnold  Gridley  and 
ir  Peter  Bennett,  he  said  that  the  E.P.T. 
efunds  must  be  spent  for  a  definite  pur- 
pose— the  rehabilitation  of  industry  in  the 
)Ost-war  period,  with  the  object  of  trying 
;o  rehabilitate  this  country  in  the  markets 
of  the  world.  Money  spent  way  back  in 
[941  or  1942  could  have  been  spent  on 
iquipment  which  was  going  to  be  used 
;ntirely  in  the  post-war  years,  but  if  the 
noney  was  spent  then,  it  should  have  been 
>pent  on  something  of  more  use  to  the  war 
effort.  "It  is  our  view,  therefore,  that  1945 
the  date,  and  the  Chancellor  cannot  see 
is  way  to  alter  it."

ORRISON :   I  wouldn't  be  a  bit  surprised 
laughter) . 

ndustrial  Injuries  Bill 

A  concession  affecting  one-man  businesses 
as  made  during  the  final  stage  of  the 
ndustrial  Injuries  Bill  through  standing 
ommittee  on  December  13.  Mr.  Osbert 
EAKE,  moving  an  amendment  on  the  sub- 
ect,  said  he  had  had  a  number  of  letters 
rom  people  working  on  their  own  account, 
ho  wondered  why  they  were  not  brought 
nto  the  Bill.  It  seemed  illogical  that,  when 
anaging  directors,  civil  servants  and 
lack-coated  workers  were  all  being  brought 
nto  industrial  insurance,  a  large  number  of 
eople  should  be  excluded  because  they 
ere  working  for  themselves.  They  were 
ot  organised.  They  were  small  indi- 
idualists  working  on  their  own.  Yet  if 
;hey  employed  a  man,  that  man  received 
;he  benefits  of  the  Bill  but  the  employers 
'Mere  debarred  from  benefit.  These  people 
vvould  be  willing  to  pay  both  contributions. 


Mr.  Lindgren  said  this  would  bring 
another  two-and-a-half-million  people  into 
the  scope  of  the  Bill.  The  difficulty  was 
mainly  that  of  administration,  but  adminis- 
tration could  be  adapted  and  that  was  not 
the  most  difficult  point.  "I  make  this 
offer,"  he  said.  "The  Department  has  had 
no  representations  at  all.  I  can  give  an 
•  undertaking  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  that, 
if  any  organisation  representing  these  types 
of  persons  is  prepared  to  make  representa- 
tions to  the  Minister,  he  is  prepared  to 
discuss  the  matter,  particularly  in  regard 
to  questions  of  contributions  and  tying-up 
contributions  to  benefit.  The  Minister  will 
be  only  too  pleased  to  enter  into  negotia- 
tions with  them  and,  at  a  suitable  stage,  to 
make  arrangements  in  regard  to  the  mat- 
ter— even  after  the  Bill  becomes  an  Act. 
The  Ministry  would  be  glad  if  they  could 
come  to  some  agreement,  particularly  on 
the  point  of  the  relationship  of  benefit  to 
contribution,  to  apply  it  generally,  if  they 
could  find  some  measure  on  some  given 
lines  within  given  trades.  The  figure  of 
2,500,000  he  had  given  included  everyone : 
street  traders,  costers  and  shopkeepers. 

Mr.  McGovern  welcomed  the  concession, 
recalling  that,  in  his  young  days,  when  he 
had  a  one-man  business,  he  had  a  bad  fall, 
and  had  been  away  from  his  business  for 
ten  months,  paying  a  man  all  the  time  to 
do  his  work.  When  he  had  recovered,  he 
was  so  heavily  in  debt  that  it  took  him 
five  years  to  pay  it  off.  Mr.  Peake  with- 
drew his  amendment. 

The  main  alterations  that  have  been 
made  in  committee  have  been  the  deletion 
of  the  three-day  waiting  period  before  draw- 
ing benefit,  and  the  increase  of  basic 
disablement  benefit  from  40s.  to  45s.  It 
remains  to  be  seen  if  the  Government, 
with  the  full  weight  of  its  majority  behind 
it,  will  re-insert  the  three  day  period  into 
the  Bill  on  the  report  stage.  If  this  is  done, 
it  may  lead  to  some  difficulty  with  the 
Labour  Party's  own  mining  members,  a 
group  of  whom,  led  by  Mr.  Tom  Smith, 
defeated  the  Government  on  this  point  in 
committee.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
three-day  period  is  not  replaced  in  the  Bill, 
a  radical  change  has  been  made  in  industrial 
insurance  which  can  hardly  fail  to  affect  the 
National  Insurance  Bill.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  NORTHERN  IRELAND 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
was  held  in  Belfast  on  December  14,  the  presi- 
dent (Mr.  J.  McDowell)  in  the  chair.  Messrs. 
C.  Abernethy,  H.  H.  Cowzer,  J.  Donaghy, 
J.  W.  Gray,  J. P.,  James  Irwin,  J.  McGregor, 
F.  R.  Mocre,  H.  F.  Moore,  J.T.  Nicholl,  and  • 
W.  C.  Tate  were  also  present.  In  attendance 
were  Messrs.  D.  L.  Kirkpatrick  (secretary) 
and  W.  Gorman  (assistant  secretary) . 

Draft  Regulation  on  Training 

When  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  had 
been  read  there  was  a  renewal  of  the  discus- 
sion on  the  framing  of  No,  55A  of  the  new 
Regulations  dealing  with  the  training  and 
hours  of  work  of  apprentices.  It  was  finally 
decided,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Donaghy, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Gray,  that  the  minutes 
should  be  passed  subject  to  deletion  of  the 
education  report,  pending  receipt  of  an 
opinion  by  the  Society's  solicitor  on  the 
matter.  Mr.  Nicholl  proposed,  and  Mr. 
Donaghy  seconded,  that  a  letter  should  be 
sent  to  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
putting  forward  the  Council's  views  on  the 
recommendation  regarding  hours  of  work, 


and  asking  for  the  Association's  observa- 
tions. This  was  agreed  to.  A  draft  of  the 
new  regulations  was  before  the  meeting  but 
was  not  fully  discussed,  it  being  decided 
that  the  Society's  solicitor  should  be  asked 
to  examine  it  and  forward  his  remarks. 

Examiners'  Report 

The  report  of  the  board  of  examiners  on 
the  Society's  examinations,  held  during  the 
previous  week,  showed  that  in  the  final 
examination  twenty-three  candidates  sat 
fifteen  of  whom  passed,  four  being  referred 
with  four  failures.  Two  entrants  did  not 
sit.  In  the  Preliminary  examination,  fifty  sat^ 
twenty- two  passed,  sixteen  were  referred 
and  twelve  failed.  The  heaviest  failure 
Mr.  Kirkpatrick  said,  was  in  physics 
and  this  was  being  looked  into.  One  woman 
candidate,  who  was  found  by  an  invigilator 
to  have  notes  written  on  the  inside  of  an  old 
examination  paper,  was  failed.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Tate,  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  R. 
Moore,  the  certificates  of  the  new  licentiates 
were  sealed.  It  was  decided  that  there 
should  be  no  presentation  ceremony  for  the 
time  beinsr. 


NEWCASTLE  BRANCH  DINNER 


The  annual  dinner  of  the  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
the  first  since  1938,  was  held  in  Newcastle 
on  December  5.  Over  a  hundred  members 
and  friends  were  present.  Miss  K.  Bell 
(president  of  the  Branch)  said  how  much 
she  esteemed  it  an  honour  to  be  the  first 
woman  pharmacist  in  the  Branch  to  occupy 
the  position. 

Medical  Honours 

Mr.  T.  H.  Flemming,  who  proposed 
"The  Medical  Profession,"  mentioned  that 
a  similar  toast  had  been  honoured  at  each 
of  at  least  thirty  previous  dinners.  In  an 
eloquent  speech  he  also  voiced  the  fear  of 
many  pharmacists  that  the  human  touch, 
through  which  the  pharmacist  had  gained 
the  confidence  of  his  customers,  was  in 
danger  of  being  lost  under  proposed  State 
schemes.  If  that  was  so,  the  public,  he  felt, 
would  lose  more  than  they  would  gain. 

Brigadier  A.  Hedley-Whyte,  D.S.O. 
(chairman.  Northern  Division,  British  Medi- 
cal Association),  responding,  said  he  was 
very  pleased  to  spend  the  evening  with 
such  a  large  gathering  of  pharmacists,  and 
welcomed  the  opportunity  to  meet  them. 
He  gave  first-hand  information  about  the 


149th  Field  Ambulance  Division  which  he 
had  commanded  during  the  war,  and  which 
had  been  recruited  solely  from  the  New- 
castle district.  The  present  civilian  health 
system  had  many  limitations  which,  in 
this  rich  and  Christian  country,  amounted 
to  "crying  shames."  As  a  matter  of 
National  progress  the  limitations  should  be 
eliminated,  but  in  any  attempt  to  improve 
the  system  it  behoved  professional  men  to 
strive  so  to  carry  out  the  changes  that  the 
benefit  to  the  poor  was  greatest,  without 
regard  to  how  they  themselves  benefited. 

Pharmacists'  Experience 

Mr.  H.  B.  Watkins  proposed  "The 
Ladies  and  Visitors."  One  of  his  points  was 
that  in  future  reorganisations  of  the  health 
services  it  would  be  well  to  remember  that 
the  pharmacist  had  a  wealth  of  experience 
to  offer  and  did  not  enter  such  schemes 
empty-handed.  The  Lord  Mayor  replied  on 
behalf  of  the  visitors.  He  spoke  of  the 
confidence  reposed  in  the  pharmacist  by 
the  general  public,  and  asked  that  in  any 
reorganisation  of  health  services  all  sh6uld 
have  most  regard  to  the  benefit  conferred 
upon  the  ordinary  man  by  a  comprehensive 
health  scheme.

It  will  enhance  the  prestige 
d  appreciation  of  Irish  products  by 
aranteeing  to  purchasers  that  they  will 
tain  a  product  of  standard  quality,  and 
will  be  clear  to  business  men  that  quality 
11  be  the  factor  in  determining  the  sale, 
this  respect,  Irish  goods  will  be  in  com- 
tition  with  those  from  other  countries, 
ere  such  a  practice  is  already  in  opera- 
DYi.  It  is  well  known  that  statements 
blished  in  modern  advertising  of  a  pro- 
ict  are  not  always  related  to  the  actual 
lue  of  the  product.  In  the  case  of  food 
IS  may  have  serious  consequences.  The 
esence  on  the  label  or  wrapper  of  an 
curate  description  will  ensure  that  pur- 
asers  are  not  misled  by  advertisements. 

.  The  advertisements  for  baby  foods, 
any  of  which  make  exaggerated  claims, 
ve  caused  numbers  of  Irish  children 
be  fed  on  poor-quality,  low-grade 
reals,  with  resulting  ill-effects,  and  there 
no  means  of  informing  the  public  of  the 
al  quality  of  such  foods.  Moreover,  there 
s  been  lately  a  tendency  to  claim  that 
rtain  health  foods  contain  vitamins  or 
me  other  particular  constituents.  With- 
t  a  responsible  authority  to  determine  a 
andard  in  regard  to  these  constituents, 
public  have  no  protection. 

akers'  Own  Standards 

The  ever-increasing  variety  of  modern 
odstuffs,  however,  'makes  it  difficult  to 
escribe  legal  fixed  standards  in  every  case, 
oreover,  such  a  fixed  standard  must  natur- 
ly  be  the  lowest  that  can  be  permitted, 
d  there  might  be  a  tendency  for  the 
anufacturers  to  work  down  to  that  stan- 
rd  rather  than  seek  an  improvement  in  the 
Dsence  of  commercial  advantage.  In  order, 
lerefore,  to   encourage   an  improvement 
these  foodstuffs  it  s  proposed,  either  in 


addition  to  or  in  substitution  for  such  fixed 
minimum  standards,  to  allow  producers  of 
particular  foods  to  fix  their  own  standards 
of  quaUty,  and  to  announce  them  publicly 
on  the  wrapper  or  container  of  their  pro- 
ducts. Each  such  producer  will  fix  his 
standard  by  submitting  samples  of  his 
product  to  the  Department,  which  will 
have  them  examined  and  will  certify  the 
result.  The  certificate  must  be  printed 
on  the  container  in  which  the  product  is 
sold,  and  the  producer  must  not  sell  any 
of  that  product  inferior  in  quality  to  the  ^. 
sample  certified.  This  procedure,  whilst 
ensuring  the  benefits  of  publicity  to  the 
producer  of  a  superior  product,  will  serve 
to  protect  the  public  and  encourage  an 
improvement  in  the  nutritive  value  of  the 
food  concerned. 

Control  Over  Advertising 

Section  89  provides  for  placing  restric- 
tions on  the  importation,  manufacture,  or 
sale  of  certain  articles.  Greater  control  is 
necessary  in  respect  of  certain  appliances 
and  substances  that  are  frequently  adver- 
tised, and  the  use  of  which  may  involve  the 
risk  of  serious  injury  to  health  or  body. 
There  is  also  need  for  greater  protection 
of  the  public  in  regard  to  certain  medical 
preparations  which  are  extensively  adver- 
tised as  possessing  curative,  restorative, 
protective  or  tonic  properties.  The  public 
have  no  guide  as  to  the  extent  to  whit  h 
these  claims  are  justified,  and  accordingly 
there  is  considerable  exploitation  of  persons 
suffering  from  ailments,  infirmities,  or  de- 
fects for  which  the  preparations  claim  to  be 
a  remedy.  .  .  While  there  is  no  doubt  that 
modern  advertising  can  be  regarded  as  a 
reasonable  part  of  legitimate  trade,  and 
although  it  is  frequently  said  that  an  adver- 
tised and  patented  article  must  live  up  to 
its  claims,  still  there  is  a  form  of  trade 
which  often  deviates  ethically  in  that  it 
tends  to  exercise  far  too  great  an  influence 
through  advertising.  I  refer  to  the 
matter  of  proprietary  medicines.  I  do  not 
deny  that  some  "patent"  or  proprietary 
products,  on  psychological  or  even  on 
clinical  grounds,  have  justified  their  exist- 
ence. But  I  am-  equally  certain  that  there 
are  many  drug  products  sold  to  the  public 
as  a  result  of  high-pressure  advertising 
which  are  fraudulent.  In  most  civilised 
States  throughout  the  world,  steps  have 
been  taken  to  control  this  trade,  whether 
by  special  taxation  or  otherwise,  and  it  will 
not  be  denied  that  the  time  has  come  to 
control  it  in  Eire. 
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A NUMBER  of  proteins  find  applica- 
tion in  the  industries  of  this  country, 
-  either  serving  special  purposes  in 
processed  foodstuffs,  as  in  the  case  of  gelatin, 
or,  like  casein,  entering  into  the  composition 
of  such  diverse  products  as  glues,  plastics, 
textiles,  papers  and  paints.  The  extent  to 
which  they  have  been  used  has  naturally 
been  dependent  upon  a  free  supply  of 
materials  of  suitable  quality  and  the  posi- 
tion has  only  been  attained  in  recent  years 
by  the  introduction  of  improved  plant 
capable  of  handling  such  difficult  materials 
on  a  large  scale,  without  the  attendant 
putrefaction  and  denaturation  so  common 
in  earlier  processes.  In  particular,  the 
technique  of  drying  has  made  great  strides, 
with  the  result  that  more  uniform  and 
attractive  products  are  now  available. 

Removal  of  Water 

All  the  proteins  concerned  hold  consider- 
able quantities  of  water,  either  natural  or 
acquired  during  the  course  of  extraction. 
Such  water  must  be  removed  economically 
and  within  definite  limits  of  heat  treatment. 
As  an  example  of  the  sort  of  problem  in- 
volved, wheat  gluten,  in  its  natural  state, 
contains  about  66  per  cent,  of  water,  and 
the  limit  of  temperature  is  140°  F.  for  a 
first-class  product.  The  limiting  tempera- 
ture may  be  exceeded  if  the  drying  time  is 
cut  down,  and  a  number  of  drying  systems 
make  use  of  this  fact.  The  product  may  be 
spread  in  the  form  of  a  thin  film  on  heated 
rollers,  and  scraped  off  as  dried  flakes  after 
a  single  rotation,  which  may  take  only  a 
few  seconds.  Another  method  is  to  blow  a 
suspension  into  a  hot-air  chamber  in  the 
form  of  a  very  fine  spray,  in  which  case  a 
powder  is  obtained.  Here  again  the  time 
of  contact  is  only  a  few  seconds.  Batch 
drying  may  be  carried  out  successfully  in 
vacuum  ovens.  The  product  is  spread  on 
trays  and  dried  at  a  low  temperature  under 
high  vacuum,  the  time  taken  being  in  the 
region  of  five  to  six  hours.  Another  form  of 
drier,  which  is  particularly  suitable  for 
casein,  is  the  rotating  tunnel  drier.  Casein 
is  extracted  in  the  form  of  a  solid  wet  curd 
which  is  ground  up  before  introduction 
to  the  tunnel.  The  drier  rotates  slowly,  and 
on  its  passage  through  it,  the  casein  is 
repeatedly  lifted  up  and  "cascaded" 
through  a  hot-air  stream  which  travels 
against  the  flow.  The  product  is  in  granular 
form  in  this  case. 

It  will  be  realised  from  the  foregoing 
remarks  on  driers  that  a  good  deal  depends 
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upon  the  form  in  which  the  protein 
extracted — it  being  much  easier  to  devise 
a  drier  to  handle  a  product  than  it  is  tc 
alter  a  process  to  suit  a  drier.  Occasion 
may  arise  in  which  a  type  of  drier  offer 
such  big  advantages  that  it  is  worth  whik 
trying  to  get  the  wet  product  into  a  suitabk 
form  for  the  plant,  as  has  happened  in  som( 
instances  with  spray  driers,  but  in  genera 
the  extraction  is  the  primary  considera 
tion.  In  illustration  of  the  type  of  processes 
employed,,  the  extractions  of  gelatin,  caseir 
and  wheat  gluten,  three  proteins  widelj 
used  in  foodstuffs  and  industry,  may  b( 
briefly  cited. 

Preparation  of  Gelatin  * 

Gelatin  occurs  in  nature  as  a  constituen 
of  a  higher  protein,  collagen,  from  whici 
it  is  obtained  by  hydrolysis.  Collagen  is  tb 
principal  protein  of  bones,  skins,  sinews  anc 
connective  tissues  in  general.  Gelatin  ma- 
be  extracted  from  bones  by  boiling  alon 
but,  with  the  other  raw  materials,  th 
collagen  has  first  to  be  prepared  by  pro 
longed  soaking  in  lime,  usually  carried  ou 
in  concrete  pits.  Extraction  of  gelatii 
follows  by  boiling  in  water.  The  extent  o 
lime-soaking  and  the  amount  of  heatini 
necessary  to  extract  gelatin  are  factor 
which  control  the  quality  of  the  finishec 
product.  A  number  of  extractions  art 
usually  made  of  the  same  raw  material,  th 
later  ones  being  at  a  higher  temperatur 
and  for  longer  periods,  therefore  producinj 
lower-grade  products.  Pressure  cooking  i 
now  being  used  for  these  extractions.  What 
ever  raw  materials  are  used,  the  gelatin  i 
finally  obtained  in  the  form  of  a  weal  ktori 
solution  that  has  to  be  carefully  filtered  am  ith 
then  concentrated  to  a  point  where  it  wi] 
solidify  in  a  thin  sheet  on  netting — in  whic 
form  it  is  ready  for  drying.  As  gelatin  is 
perfect  medium  for  micro-organisms,  asepti 
precautions  are  taken  at  all  stages,  par 
ticularly  in  the  drying  chambers,  where  a 
hot-air  currents  are  filtered.  When  driei  feat 
the  gelatin,  in  characteristic  "leaf"  forr 
after  removal  from  the  nets,  is  light! 
ground  for  the  highrgrade  edible  markei 
Although  its  nutritive  value  is  negligible 
gelatin  is  widely  used  in  foodstuffs  becaus 
of  its  ability  to  hold  air  and  water  (tabi 
jellies,  ice  cream  and  confectionery  ar 
important  examples).  Its  low  melting  poinBtoj^' 
makes  it  valuable  as  a  coating  for  pills  an 
capsules  for  the  administering  of  drugJ 
Lower-grade  gelatins  are  employed  in  th 
manufacture  of  glues.

Casein 
as  more  diverse  applications  than  any 
ther  protein.  As  a  plastic,  formed  after 
ardening  with  formaldehyde,  it  is  chiefly 
sed  for  buttons  and  dress  ornaments.  It 
also  used  in  a  transparent  film  for  pack- 
ging  and  in  an  artificial  wool.  In  com- 
ination  with  alkalis,  it  can  be  used  to 
reduce  glues  and  paper.  Recently,  satis- 
actory  paints  and  distempers  have  appeared 
/ith  casein  as  a  base.  As  a  foodstuff,  the 
ompound  is  principally  used  in  infants'  and 
avalids'  preparations,  because  of  its  high 
ood  value.  A  war-time  development  has 
)een  the  use  of  casein  hydrolysates  in 
reatment  of  starvation,  burns  and  shock. 

Vheat  Gluten 

The    protein     wheat-gluten,    really  a 
ydrated  mixture  of  two  proteins,  is  pro- 
luced  from  flour  by  the  mechanical  knead- 
ng  of  a  dough  in  water  to  remove  starch, 
he  operation  is  usually  carried  out  in  a 
iough  mixer,  the  gluten  being  recovered  as 
rubber-like  mass  with  a  water  content  of 
ibout  66  per  cent.     Processes  that  start 
ith  wheat  are  unable  to  produce  a  pure 
luten  because  it  is  necessary  to  "mill"  the 
heat  grains  in  a  wet  state  to  remove

bran,  etc.,  and  in  these  conditions  the  gluten 
does  not  cohere.  The  accompanying  photo- 
micrograph of  the  surface  layers  of  a  wheat 
berry  illustrates  the  amount  of  separation 
required.  The  several  layers  forming  the 
husk  must  be  screened  off,  and  the  endo- 
sperm containing  the 
starch  and  gluten 
dispersed  sufficiently 
to  pass  through.  In 
this  process,  settling 
tanks  are  used  to 
separate  the  heavy 
starch  granules  from 
the  gluten,  which 
flows  off  as  a  scum. 
The  rubbery  gluten 
obtained  from  flour 
is  dried  in  vacuum 
ovens  below  140°  F. 
or  "film-dried"  on 
heated  rollers.  In 
either  case,  the  pro- 
duct is  in  flake  form 
and  is  ground  for 
marketing.  Wheat 
gluten  is  chiefly  used 
as  a  baker's  im- 
prover (because  it 
gives  strength  to 
weak  flours),  as  a 
constituent  of  dia- 
betic foods,  and  for  the  production  of 
glutamic  acid,  of  which  it  contains  over  20 
per  cent.  This  amino  acid  has  an  intense 
meat  flavour  and,  for  this  reason,  gluten 
hydrolysates  are  extensively  used  in  vege- 
table extracts  and  artificial  soups.

Labelling  of  British  Wines 

Order  of  importance  to  members  of  the 
g  trade  who  are  dealers  in  wines  has 
en  made  by  the  Minister  of  Food.  It 
ncerns  the  labelling  of  British  wines  and 
certain  spmts.  The  object  of  the  Order 
to  leave  the  purchaser  in  no  doubt  as  to 
at  he  is  receiving  when  he  asks  for  or  is 
ered  "British  wine."   In  explaining  the 
er,   the    Minister    of    Food   (Sir  Ben 
ith)  pointed  out  that  he  had  received 
mplaints   about  exorbitant  prices  being 
arged    in   some   quarters   for  products 
t   were   nothing  more   than  coloured, 
oured  and  fortified  cider.  While  he  had 
objection  to  such  products  being  sold, 
was  essential  that  members  of  the  public 
ew   exactly    what    they   were  getting. 

tightening    up    the    regulations  the 
nister  believes  he  will  provide   a  real 
asure  of  protection  to  the  public.  No 
bt  regular  traders  in  these  articles  will 
orse  the  official  view. 
The  Order  amends  the  Labelling  of  Food 
.  2)  Order,  1944,  to  secure  more  informa- 
labelling  for  British   wines  and  for 
irits  containing  not  more  than  40  per 
t.  proof  spirit.   Unless  a  British  wine  is 
ived  exclusively  from  grapes,  it  becomes 
offence  to  label  the  product  with  any 
me  or  words  that  might  indicate,  either 
ctly  or  by  ambiguity,  omission  or  infer- 
e,  that  it  is  or  resembles  an  imported 
e,  or  is  a  substitute  for,  or  has  the  flavour 
an  imported  wine.  In  addition,  the  Order 


prohibits  the  use  of  the  word  "wine"  to 
describe  a  liquor  derived  wholly  or  partly 
from  fruit  other  than  grapes,  unless  the 
word  "wine"  is  immediately  preceded  by  a 
qualifying  word  indicating  the  description 
of  fruit  or  fruit  product  used.  The  label  of 
a  British  wine  must  bear  a  clear  indication 
of  the  true  nature  of  the  product  and  a  bold 
declaration  of  the  fruit  or  fruit  product 
used  in  its  manufacture.  Finally,  for  British 
wines  and  spirituous  liquors  of  not  more 
than  40  per  cent,  proof  spirit,  the  Order 
requires  a  declaration  of  the  alcohol  content, 
so  that  purchasers,  particularly  of  cocktail- 
style  drinks,  may  assess  their  strength.  To 
give  the  trade  time  to  comply  with  the  new 
requirements,  the  Order  is  not  to  come  into 
force  until  February  i,  1946,  so  far  as  label- 
ling is  concerned,  or  until  April  i  in  respect 
of  sales  by  retail. 

Close  of  a  Chapter 

Thus  will  end  a  chapter  that  has  not 
enhanced  the  prestige  and  reputation  of 
British  vintners,  although,  it  is  recognised, 
a  majority  of  manufacturers  have  set  their 
face  firmly  against  practices  that,  in  the 
long  run,  can  only  harm  British  wines  and, 
by  contrast,  give  a  still  greater  cachet  to 
the  products  of  foreign  origin  of  which  some 
of  the  offending  preparations  have  been  far 
from  colourable  imitations. 

Revision  of  Labour  Controls 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  December  13, 
the  Minister  of  Labour  and  National  Service 
(Mr.  G.  A.  Isaacs)  announced  the  Govern- 
ment's decisions  on  the  revision  of  labour 
controls.  The  effect  of  the  decisions  (which 
came  into  force  on  December  20)  may 
conveniently  be  summarised  under  the  two 
principal  headings. 

Essential  Work 

The  provisions  of  the  Essential  Work 
Orders  are  unchanged.  Workers  who  are 
employed  in  establishments  covered  by  an 
Essential  Work  Order  may  not  leave  their 
work,  nor  may  an  employer  discharge  them 
(except  for  serious  misconduct)  without 
permission  of  the  National  Service  Officer. 
Thus  men  up  to  sixty-five  and  women  up 
to  sixty  in  establishments  scheduled  under 
an  Order  are  still  not  free  to  leave  their  jobs 
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at  will.  Pharmacists  employed  in  the  whole- 
sale drug  trade,  in  the  manufacture  of 
chemicals  and  surgical  dressings,  or  in  any 
of  the  other  industries  covered  by  Essential 
Work  Orders  within  which  individual 
establishments  may  have  been  scheduled, 
will  thus,  in  general,  find  their  position 
unchanged.  It  is  proposed,  however,  to 
review  the  Essential  Work  Orders  with  the 
object  of  retaining  control  only  where 
necessary  from  the  point  of  view  of  produc- 
tion and  man-power.  Where  it  is  decided 
to  withdraw  any  industry  from  the  scope 
of  the  Orders,  three  months'  notice  of  the 
proposed  change  will  be  given  to  interested 
parties. 

Controlled  Engagement 

It  will  be  recalled  that,  under  the  Control 
of  Engagement  Order,  1945  (S.  R.  &  O., 
1945,  No.  579),  the  engagement  of  men 
between  eighteen  and  fifty  inclusive  and  of 
women  between  eighteen  and  forty  inclu- 
sive, with  certain  exceptions,  was  required 
to  be  made  through  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
or  approved  agencies,  the  effect  being  that 
movements  of  such  persons  within  industry 
were  supervised.  Pharmacists  and  dis- 
pensers were  further  affected  by  their 
inclusion  in  a  second  schedule  to  the  Order, 
whereby  their  employment  was  retained 
under  control.  The  effect  of  the  new  arrange- 
ment is  that,  in  general,  men  aged  thirty-one 
and  over  and  women  of  all  ages,  who  may 
be  free  to  take  a  job,  are  no  longer  required 
to  obtain  their  positions  through  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  or  other  official  agency, 
and  will  not  be  directed.  As  pharmacists 
are  not  included  in  the  exceptions  to  the 
new  concessions,  they  will  be  free  from 
control  and  direction  at  the  age  of  thirty-one 
and  over  for  men,  and  at  all  ages  for  women, 
unless,  as  already  explained,  they  are  sub- 
ject to  an  Essential  Works  Order.  Under 
the  Control  of  Engagement  Order  employers 
were  not  allowed  to  seek  to  engage  workers 
covered  by  the  Order  by  Press  advertise- 
ments or  otherwise.  This  prohibition  also  is 
now  removed. 

Powers  of  Direction 

It  may  be  convenient  to  employers  and

EMPLOYEE  PHARMACISTS'  ORGANISATION 


The  December  meeting  of  the  West  Ham 
and  Eastern  District  Association  and  Branch 
was  devoted  to  a  discussion  on  the  organisa- 
tion and  representation  of  employee  phar- 
macists. Mr.  John  Ross-Mansell  was  the 
speaker,  and  his  subject  was  "The  Future 
of  the  Employee-pharmacist.  Why  is  a 
National  Council  of  Employee-pharmacists 
Essential  for  the  Future  of  our  Craft?" 
Mr.  Ross-Mansell  traced  the  evolution  of 
the  British  pharmacist  from  the  slow  uphill 
struggle  for  economic  stability  of  the  small 
proprietor,  through  the  rise  of  the  multiples 
and  co-operative  societies,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  large  stores,  with  "drug  girls" 
controlled  by  pharmacist  managers,  which 
were  characteristic  of  present-day  circum- 
stances, to  the  probable  future  of  the 
civil  or  municipal  servant  pharmacist  in  the 
health  centre  of  the  next  epoch. 

He  claimed  that  the  ordinary  sales  in  a 
modern  retail  pharmacy  could  be  effected 
quite  satisfactorily  by  girl  assistants.  The 
development  of  health  centres  was  certain, 
and  plans  and  precise  models  of  such  build- 
ings containing  elaborate  dispensaries,  with 
modern  pharmaceutical  equipment,  were  in 
existence  at  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Com- 
paratively few  pharmacist  proprietors  em- 
ployed qualified  assistants  at  present. 
Licences  to  open  new  businesses  were  rarely 
granted,  and,  as  most  businesses  changing 
hands  were  going  to  co-operative  societies 
and  multiples,  the  great  majority  of  phar- 
macists of  today  were  no  longer  likely  to 
become  proprietors.  There  would  be  a 
gradual  diminution  of  the  number  of  owners 
of  pharmacies  on  the  Register.  When  the 
new  National  Health  Service  was  in  exis- 
tence, a  pharmacist  who  opened  a  shop, 
said  the  speaker,  without  being  included  on 
the  panel' of  that  service,  was  unlikely  to 


survive.  The  interests  of  pharmacists  certai 
to  be  employees  with  reduced  prospects 
becoming  proprietors  must  be  voiced. 

If  the  Society  and  National  Pharmacei 
tical  Union,  for  instance,  went  to  the  presei 
Minister  of  Health  without  adequate  repn 
sentation  of  employee-pharmacists,  e 
ployers  were  likely  to  receive  inadequai 
consideration.  It  was  the  hope  of 
proposers  of  the  National  Council 
Employee  Pharmacists  that  it  woul 
embrace  all  trade  unions  having  pharmacis 
as  members,  as  well  as  other  organisatioi 
of  pharmacists.  The  Council  might  becon 
the  complement  to  the  N.P.U.  and  represei 
non-proprietor  pharmacists  in  all  profe 
sional  matters.

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FIFTY  YEARS  IN  THE  CHEMICAL  TRADE 


kiFTY  years  ago,  Benjamin  Alfred  Smith 
Ind  Henry  Boyce  set  themselves  up  in 
business  at  36  Crutched  Friars,  London,  E., 
tnder  the  style  of  B.  A.  Smith  &  Co.,  chem- 
bal  merchants.  The  year  was  1895,  and 
bueen  Victoria  had  not  yet  celebrated  her 
Diamond  Jubilee. 

parly  Agencies 

In  those  early  days  the  firm  was  the 
London  agent  for  E.  Merck  of  Darmstadt, 


done  "  on  'Change"  ;  at  this  regular  meeting 
of  the  trade  it  was  usual  to  appear  in  top- 
hat  and  frock-coat,  and  even  when  these 
"properties"  were  no  longer  worn  to  town, 
they  were  kept  in  the  office  specially  to 
wear  "on  'Change."

lovelty,  and  a  good  deal  of  business  was 


fund  of  stories.  In  1922  Mr. 
B.  A.  Smith  was  joined  by 
his  son,  Robert  Leslie  Smith. 
Five  years  later  another  move 
was  made,  and  the  address 
changed  to  107  Upper  Thames 
Street,  London,  E.C.4.  This 
was  in  1927,  when  Arthur 
P.  Smith  (the  elder  son) 
joined  his  father  and  brother, 
after  six  years  at  a  chemical  works  in 
Manchester  and  studying  at  the  Manchester 
College  of  Technology,  of  which  he  is  an 
Associate. 

In  1929  the  firm  took  on  the  representa- 
tion of  B.  Siegfried,  Ltd.,  of  Zofingen, 
Switzerland,  manufacturers  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals,  and  in  pre-war  years 
considerable  quantities  of  procaine  hydro- 
chloride, phenobarbitone,  etc.,  were  im- 
ported from  this  source.  The  company 
was  incorporated  in  1934  ^.s  B.  A.  Smith 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  the  founder  and  his  two 
sons  as  directors;  but  Mr.  B.  A.  Smith 
died  in  1936,  and  since  then  the  sons  have 
carried  on  alone. 

It  can  now  be  told  that  in  1940  the  com- 
pany was  one  of  the  first  of  the  many  to

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have  their  premises  destroyed  by  enemy 
action ;  on  the  night  of  September  8-9, 
107  Upper  Thames  Street  was  completely 
gutted  by  fire.  Nothing  whatsoever  was 
recovered  from  the  ruins,  but  there  was 
considerable  goodwill  towards  the  company 
in  the  trade,  and  with  this  the  directors 
went  out  to  Banstead  and  started  again. 
Re-establishment  was  successfully  carried 
out  and,  apart  from  war-time  difficulties 
with  which  all  became  familiar,  affairs  went 
quietly  until  1944,  when  in  July  the  pre- 
mises at  51  Nork  Way,  Banstead,  received 
a  direct  hit  from  a  flying  bomb  and  again 
there  was  a  total  loss — the  directors  and 


staff  had  only  just  left  the  building  when 
it  collapsed  behind  them  and  caught  fire. 
Collecting  bricks  (literally)  from  the  debris, 
a  front  was  built  in  a  previously  unfinished 
shop  nearby,  and  another  start  was  made 
at  East  gate,  Banstead,  from  which  the 
company  has  since  worked.  During  the 
war  they  have  not  been  able  to  do  much 
more  than  keep  going,  although  some  efforts 
have  been  made  to  re-establish  the  manu 
facturing  side.  The  present  address  cannot 
be  considered  as  permanent,  since  the  area  is 
scheduled  for  retail  shopping  premises  only 
As  opportunity  occurs,  it  is  hoped  to  develop 
both  manufacturing  and  merchanting. 


FILMS  IN  PHARMACEUTICAL  EDUCATION 


With  the  objects  of  cataloguing  scientific 
and  other  films  likely  to  be  useful  in  the 
training  (including  post-graduate  instruc- 
tion) of  pharmacists,  and  of  further 
production  of  new  films,  a  committee  has 
been  formed  by  a  group  of  Midlands 
pharmacists  (Messrs.  A.  Chamings,  C. 
Gunn,  G.  E.  Trease  and  S.  Taylor).  The 
group  has  issued  a  statement  of  M^hich  the 
following  are  the  salient  points. 

Parallel  Schemes 

About  a  year  ago  interest  in  the  subject 
of  films  in  pharmacy  was  stimulated  by  an 
article  in  the  "Lancet"  by  Dr.  Brian 
Stanford  and  colleagues  dealing  in  some 
detail  with  medical  films,  their  production 
and  projection.  Since  that  time  the  Royal 
Society  of  Medicine  has  appointed  several 
committees  each  to  consider  the  use  of 
films  in  its  own  subject.  There  has  also 
been  formed,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Scientific  Film  Association,  a  committee  to 
publish  lists  of  films  relating  to  medicine 
and  surgery  and  this  committee  has  just 
published  its  third  list,  giving,  in  all,  the 
particulars  of  thirty-eight  films.  There  are 
other  evidences  of  increasing  interest  in  this 
subject,  one  being  the  recent  publication  by 
the  Association  of  Scientific  Workers  of  a 
graded  list  of  scientific  films  available. 

Both  the  films  and  the  interest  taken  in 
them  are  directed  towards  their  use  in 
teaching,  although  it  is  often  almost 
impossible  to  divorce  the  teaching  value 
of  a  film  from  its  use  as  an  advertisement  of 
some  particular  product  or  process.  Another 
result  of  this  increasing  interest  is  that  a 
group  of  pharmacists  in  the  Midlands  have 
associated  themselves  in  an  endeavour  to 
inquire  into  the  present  po.sition  and  future 
possibilities  of  the  film  as  it  affects  phar- 
macy.   They  are  not  concerned  with  the 


idea  of  placing  before  the  public  evidence; 
of  the  work  of  the  pharmacist,  but  o 
presenting  to  the  pharmacist,  both  student 
and  practitioner,  the  means  by  which  he 
can  help  to  keep  himself  abreast  of  present 
advances  in  the  various  branches  of  his; 
profession. 

The  small  committee  referred  to  is  com 
posed  of  teachers,  manufacturers  anc 
retailers,  and  is  therefore  fairly  representa 
five,  it  has  received  a  generous  response  tc 
inquiries  from  some  teachers  and  manu 
facturers.  The  former  all  welcome  the  idee 
of  this  addition  to  their  educationa 
facilities,  and  the  manufacturers  are  pre^ 
pared  to  consider  the  production  of  film; 
if  they  can  be  shown  to  have  an  advertising 
value.  One  firm  gave  the  information  thai 
they  were  then  engaged  on  the  productior 
of  a  film. 

Interested  Manufacturers 

The  latest  list  of  members  of  the  Scientific 
Film  Association  gives  the  names  of  si> 
manufacturers  whose  connexions  are  essenti 
ally  pharmaceutical,  as  well  as  those  o 
twelve  associated  bodies.  There  is  therefon 
already  a  nucleus,  but  the  committet 
believes  that  the  private  ownership  o 
films  extends  much  further  than  this.  Th< 
future  is  not  likely  to  offer  much  difficult} 
in  projection.  It  is  intended  that,  in  cours( 
of  time,  al]  secondary  schools  shall  be  fittec 
with  the  necessary  apparatus,  and  it  will  b 
easy  to  arrange  for  the  use  of  this  fo 
educational  purposes,  especially  if  othe 
local  professional  bodies  make  the  sam( 
request.  It  should,  however,  be  borne  ii 
mind  that  the  number  of  sound  films  ii 
increasing;  for  instance,  the  list  of  filmi 
of  medical  interest  contains  thirty-thre( 
sound  and  four  silent  productions.  A  sounc 
film  cannot  be  used  on  a  silent  projector 
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?he  graded  list  of  scientific  films  already 
aentioned  contains  373  sound  and  105 
ilent  items.  There  are  arguments  in  favour 
f  each  kind  of  film,  but  the  future  seems  to 
e  with  the  sound  film,  which  can  bring  a 
imous  lecturer  to  the  most  remote  audience. 
.Imost  two-thirds  of  the  films  listed  are 
isued  in  both  the  i6-mm.  and  35-mm. 
auge,  and  the  remainder  are  evenly 
ivided  between  the  two  sizes,  so  that  no 
latter  which  projector  is  used,  about  one- 
xth  of  the  total  is  not  available ;  this 
roportion  will  probably  lessen  in  the 
iture.  It  is,  however,  more  expensive  to 
ire  the  35-mm.  when  a  charge  is  made. 

I venues  of  Development 
Consideration  of  the  subject  has  com- 
jlled  the  committee  to  the  opinion  that 
le  immediate  future  of  the  pharmaceutical 
m  is  in  the  hands  of  the  large  manu- 
.cturing  firms,  and  that  the  teaching 
)lleges  will  not  be  able  to  give  much 
jlp  for  a  considerable  time.  Therefore  the 
ement  of  advertisement  will  enter  into 
roduction.  If  this  is  done  wisely,  however, 
need  not  cause  alarm.  If  the  film  director 
nembers  that  the  subtle  advertisement  is 
i  most  effective,  he  will  achieve  his  end 
seeing  that  the  film  fulfils  the  primary 
ention  of  education.  The  director  should 
o  remember  that  when  his  film  becomes 
bed  in  a  catalogue  its  suitabilities  for 
leral,  expert  and  teaching  uses  are 
;orded.  What  the  pharmacist  requires 
a,  film  carrying  high  marks  for  the  expert 
d  teacher.  Production  of  films  is  expen- 
se, and  it  behoves  those  who  contemplate 
Dduction  to  see  that  they  do  not  duplicate 
3ir  efforts.  The  existence  of  a  catalogue 
Duld  help  them  in  choice  of  subject.  A 
icher  of  pharmacy  has  given  his  opinion 
Eit  the  practising  pharmacist  needs 
entific  films  even  more  than  the  student, 
d  that  the  drive  should  be  for  enough 
ns  to  become  available  to  construct  a 
urse  of,  say,  six  weekly  lectures.  The 
m  shown  should  have  its  competent 
^turer  to  amplify  and  deal  with  discussion 
d  questions.  An  isolated  evening  film  and 
"ture  may  fail  to  get  svifficiently  serious 
tention,  but  the  right,  people  may  well 
iat  a  short  course  with  proper  regard. 

Iiggested  Course 
A  course  might  cover  :  (i)  Scabies  (Ministry 
Health  films,  preparations  used,  exhibits, 
terinary  aspects)  ;  (2)  pernicious  anaemia 
ledical  aspects,  preparations,  manufac- 
ring,  dispensing,  administration,  tests; 
'     m  to  include  a  good  deal  of  diagrammatic 


representation) ;  (3)  vitamins  (film  can 
impress  such  points  as  relative  values  of 
different  sources,  and  standardisation 
methods,   and   give  reality   to   unitage) ; 

(4)  sterilisation  (correct  manipulation  and 
effects    of    contaminated    preparations)  ; 

(5)  immunology.  Whilst  there  is  a  number 
of  subjects  that  can  and  should  be  dealt 
with  by  the  commercial  houses,  there  are 
also  one  or  two  that  might  be  joint  efforts 
which  an  association  or  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  sponsor.  As  an  example,  a 
film  on  digitalis  might  make  use  of  (a)  a 
scientist  to  do  breeding  strains ;  {b)  a 
drug  firm  (cultivation  and  drying)  ;  (c)  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (testing  in  pharma- 
cological laboratories).  Again,  a  commercial 
firm  might  do  layouts  of  dispensaries  and 
their  equipment,  and  a  college  demonstrate 
dispensing  practice. 

The  committee  appeals  to  all  who  appre- 
ciate the  importance  of  this  educational 
instrument  to  assist  the  group  in  its  effort 
to  produce  a  catalogue  of  films  that  may  be 
useful  to  pharmacists,  and  to  influence 
organisations  which  are  able  to  produce  the 
films  to  do  so. 

HOLLAND  UNDER  THE 
NAZIS 

Pharmaceutical  conditions  in  Holland 
under  the  German  occupation  were  reviewed 
in  a  lecture  to  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  given  in 
London  on  December  13,  by  Dr.  C.  J. 
Blok  (chief  pharmacist  to  the  University 
and  Municipal  Hospitals,  Amsterdam). 
Mr.  J.  C.  Young  (president  of  the  Society) 
introduced  the  lecturer. 

About  1943,  said  Dr.  Blok,  many  articles 
became  so  scarce  that  the  General  Office  of 
Public  Health  found  it  necessary  to  limit 
prescribing  by  the  medical  profession.  Cod- 
liver  oil  was  only  to  be  prescribed  for 
tuberculosis ;  atropine  only  for  Parkin- 
sonism and  in  eye-drops ;  pilocarpine 
only  in  eye-drops ;  barbitone  only  for 
epilepsy ;  pepsin  for  serious  stomach 
cases ;  and  so  on.  After  the  Germans  had 
"  robbed  the  safe  of  the  Organon  factories," 
insulin  also  became  very  scarce. 

Dr.  Blok  went  into  considerable  detail 
regarding  the  means  taken  to  economise 
in  alkaloids  for  eye  treatment,  including 
the  use  of  ointments  instead  of  solutions. 
On  top  of  all  their  troubles,  he  said,  in 
September  1944  came  the  loss  of  gas  and 
electricity,  which  meant  that  sterilisation 
by  heat  in  operating  rooms  had  to  be  re- 
duced to  a  minimum.

Correspondence 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  McClenahan) 
reported  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Local  Government  had  written  to  secre- 
taries of  dispensaries  in  the  Belfast  Union  in 
accordance  with  the  Association's  request. 
He  had  written  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
expressing  the  disappointment  of  members 
at  the  annual  meeting  that  no  reply  had 
been  received  from  the  Ministry  to  pro- 
posals for  an  increase  in  N.H.I,  dispensing 
remuneration  and  amendments  in  the  con- 
tract. The  letter  stated  that  it  would 
appear  that  the  Ministry  was  deferring  its 
reply  until  an  agreement  had  been  concluded 
in  Scotland,  and  added,  if  this  was  correct, 
the  U.C.A.  wished  to  register  the  strongest 
possible  protest  and  to  secure  an  assurance 
that  negotiations  in  Northern  Ireland 
would  not  be  prejudiced  by  any  arrange- 
ment concluded  in  Scotland.  It  was 
reported  that  the  vice-president  and  secre- 
tary had  attended  a  meeting  in  Omagh 
on  November  28  at  which  a  North-west 
Tyrone  Chemists'  Association  had  been 
formed.  From  the  Ministry  of  Commerce 
a  letter  had  been  received  stating  that  the 
lighting  of  shop  windows  was  prohibited, 
and  that  no  relaxation  would  be  made 
during  the  Christmas  season ;  the  secretary 
was  directed  to  advise  members  accordingly. 

Mr.  T.  a.  Gibson,  returning  thanks  for  his 
election,  said  it  was  an  honour  he  was  not 
assuming  lightly.  His  predecessor,  Mr. 
A.  E.  Johnston,  had  been  unstinting  in  his 


devotion  to  the  ideals  of  the  Associatioi 
and  untiring  in  his  efforts  for  the  good  o| 
pharmacy  in  general ;  his  work  during  hij 
year  of  office  had  done  much  to  strengtheii 
the  bonds  of  loyalty  and  mutual  confidenof 
so  desirable  in  their  ranks.  The  nevl 
president's  earnest  hope  was  that  he  mighf 
prove  a  worthy  successor,  and  he  askeJ 
members  for  their  support  and  guidano] 
to  that  end. 

Main  Problem  Today 

Of  many  problems  confronting  Northei 
Ireland  chemists,  National  Health  InsurancJ 
remuneration  took  precedence.  The\^  werj 
still  awaiting  the  Ministry's  reply  to  theij 
demands  but,  if  they  were  to  judge  bf 
terms  accepted  in  England  and  offered  ti) 
their  Scottish  colleagues,  a  scaling  down  o| 
their  demands  might  be  anticipated,  if 
might  be  that  only  by  mass  cancellation 
of  contracts  could  they  obtain  terms  which! 
after  careful  deliberation,  had  been  pul 
forward  as  equitable  and  just.  ShoulJ 
such  action  become  necessary,  and  hi 
hoped  it  would  not,  they  must  have  thj 
support  and  loyalty  of  every  membei 
"We  have  justice  on  our  side,"  remarket] 
Mr.  Gibson,  "and  should  be  prepared  t| 
act  in  unity  and  fight  to  the  bitter  end! 
We  must  lay  down  firmly  a  line  of  demarcal 
tion  between  the  old  order  of  inadequat[ 
remuneration  and  the  new  order  of  pre 
fessional  recognition.

An  Anomaly  in  Demobilisation 

Sir, — I  have  pleasure  in  enclosing  a  copy 
of  a  letter  I  have  sent  to  my  M.P.  The 
state  of  affairs  in  pharmacy  today  cannot 
be  regarded  as  at  all  satisfactory ;  it  is 
certainly  not  so  to  those  of  us  in  the  Services, 
especially  with  over  three  years  in  the  Army, 
and  in  Gioups  around  40  Action  is  called 
for  on  somebody's  part.  The  Pharmaceut- 
ical Society  and  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War  Committee  have  not,  it  appears,  been 
able  to  achieve  much  in  the  way  of  a 
comprehensive  reply  to  the  problem.  Has 
their  effort  been  energetic  enough?  I  trust 
you  may  find  some  interest  in  the  points 
raised  in  my  letter.

Mr.  Mackay  makes  the  points  that, 
having  been  in  a  reserved  occupation  until 
August  1941,  the  majority  of  Services

Canadian  Nicotine  Imports. — The  prohibi- 
tion on  the  importation  into  Canada  of 
nicotine  and  nicotine  insecticides  has  been 
cancelled. 

U.S.  Report  on  Surpluses. — The  United 
States  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation 
reports  that  surplus  stocks  of  saleable 
material  include  chemicals  to  the  value  of 
$24,349,000. 

Canadian  Chemicals  Exports. — Canada 
exported  during  September  1945  chemi- 
cals and  allied  products  to  the  value  of 
$6,846,000,  compared  with  $7,293,000  in  the 
corresponding  month  of  the  previous  year. 

Russian  Medicinal  Plant  Output. — Three 
new  State  farms  of  a  total  acreage  of  3,000 
hectares  which  will  be  used  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  medicinal  plants  such  as  valerian, 
belladonna  and  mint,  are  to  be  set  up  in 
Moldavia  and  White  Russia  by  the  U.S.S.R. 
People's  Commissariat  for  Health.  Fac- 
tories for  the  processing  of  these  plants  into 
medicines  will  be  built  on  the  farms. 

South  Africa  Relaxes  Export  Controls. — 

Further  relaxation  of  regulations  governing 
the  export  of  goods  from  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  has  just  been  announced  by  the 
Government  "Gazette."  Some  ninety  cate- 
gories of  goods  still  in  short  supply  in  the 
Union,  remain  on  the  restricted  list.  These 
include  :  Food,  industrial  chemicals,  leather 
goods,  medical  and  photographic  requisites, 
soaps  and  oils. 

Nylon  Production  Aided. — Reuter  reports 
from  New  York  that  improved  processing 
of  Nylon  is  claimed  to  result  from  the  use 
of  an  alkyl  phosphate  developed  by  the 
Victor  Chemical  Works,  producers  of  ele- 
mental phosphorus  and  phosphate  chemi- 
cals. Not  only  is  the  processing  of  Nylon 
speeded  up  by  the  elimination  of  two 
separate  handlings  at  the  dyeing  stage,  says 
the  company,  but  spoilage  from  tangling  is 
reduced. 

Morphine    Production   in   Australia. — A 

Reuter  message  from  Melbourne  states  that 
a  problem  has  arisen  over  the  future  of  the 
opium  industry  in  Australia.  About  106 
acres  of  poppies  were  cultivated  at  the 
Loveday  internment  camp.  South  Aus- 
tralia, during  the  war,  and  for  the  past  few 
years  this  camp  has  supplied  the  full  Austra- 
lian service  requirements  of  morphine.  The 
camp  has  now  been  declared  surplus  pro- 
perty, and,  if  a  private  firm  should  take  over 
the  popp5^  fields,  the  South  Australian 
Government  would   have   to   amend  the 


Dangerous  Drugs  Act  to  permit  productio, 
of  morphine  to  continue.  The  Act  prohibit 
the  growing  of  poppies  in  South  Au; 
tralia;  it  did  not  apply  while  the  field  wa
